most by potato growers when con¬ 
sidering storages. As a result more 
losses probably come from high tern-, 
peratures than low. 

The difference between good and 
bad storage is only a few degrees 
above 40 degrees, Fahrenheit; 34 to 
40 degrees would be ideal, below 34 
means'freezing, and above 40 degrees 
conditions are favorable for sprout¬ 
ing. Shrinkage increases rapidly as 
sprouts appear. 

If the air is too dry, water losses 
from potatoes will cause shrinkage; 
and if it is too moist, moisture will 
collect on the walls and ceiling, and 
on the tubers. The presence of drops 
of moisture on the ceiling or on the 
pile is a dangpr signal, for rot will be¬ 
gin unless ventilato'rs are provided 
that may be opened on 'a relatively 
cold day. 

As potatoes are alive there is nepj 
of oxygen in storage houses, and it 
must be obtained from fresh air. It 
is essential to seed that it be well i 
stored so that its vatality can be re-1 
tained.

CALGARY T. B ASS0 I SEEKING FULL LIFE 


Calgary Tubercular Association 
Serves an Ever Growing P'ield 

Each year the Calgary Tuberculo¬ 
sis Association serves a wider field, 
and as the work grows so does the re 
sponsibility. Some idea of what this 
association accomplished in the'iast 
year may be gleaned from an outline 
of its activities. 

One thousand dollars’ worth of 
milk -tickets were distributed to tu 1 
bercular and undernourished children 
fruit, groceries and meat were sup¬ 
plied to patients requiring extra nour 
ishment; necessary medical supplies 
for needy tubercular patients w r ere 
arranged for; and patients discharg¬ 
ed from the sanatorium Were -assisted 
in finding employment. 

The association also conducted a bu¬ 
reau whei^p tuberular patients and 
contacts are examined regularly by 
specialists and engaged a nurse full¬ 
time duty to visit patients or con¬ 
tacts in their homes and instruct 
them how to take care of themselves 
and protect others. Care was given 
to needy patients who w r ere not ad¬ 
mitted to sanatorium or hospital. 

The Christmas seal campaign ap¬ 
peal is made to the entire public. ’ 


It is disease not old age, which 
causes death. In England and Scan-1 
dinavia there has been a reduction in 
the death rate at practically every J 
age period of life. This has come j 
about through systematic study of 
diseases likely to- affect certain age 
periods. If the favorable death rate 
now' existing amongst certain classes 
living under certain conditions, could 
be extended to all classes and all 
condition, human life generally would 
be extended more than ten years ov¬ 
er the present average.

Stock cars with the special divis-1 
ional equipment in them for mixed 
shipments will in future be available 
to a limited extent to stock shippers 
of the west and also in the eastern 
provinces, the matter of their adop¬ 
tion having been decided upon at a 
joint meeting of the special commit¬ 
tee of the easteni and western Can¬ 
ada livestock union, which, as held in 
Toronto, at which there were repre¬ 
sentatives of both sections of the un¬ 
ion as well as government, railway 
and packing interests. 

The’ only questions which had been 
left for the point committee to agree 
upon was the adoption of the recom¬ 
mendation regarding the use of the 
specially equipped cars. They had 
been used in both parts of Canada, 
and they had been found satisfactory, 
the only question was that of the 
cost. The delegation yvas inforiped 
that the original equipment of the 
cars would be around $110 to $190, 
according to whether they were old 
cars or being timed out from the car 
shops. The additional cost to the 
stock shipper for the use of the par¬ 
titioned car would be $1.50 for each 
trip. 

One point that will have to be 
borne in mind by stock"“shippers is 
this: That if they.order an ordinary 
stock car and there is not one avail¬ 
able in the yards, and there is one of 
the specially equipped cars on hand 
they will- "be required to take the 
equipped car and pay the additional 
$1.50.

SNOW_FENCING 

Provincial Government Has Faith in 
its Snow Fencing Programme 

Evidently satisfied with the results' 
I last winter, the Provincial Govern- 
■ ment has practically doubled its pro- 
( gram of snow fencing on the main 
highways. It now has 33 miles fenc¬ 
ed, which is an increase of 21 miles, 
says the Good Roads magazine. 

Last year,, a. careful check was kept 
along the 12 miles of snow fences for 
I the purpose of seeing if these gave 
adequate protection against snow 
, drifting. This picket fencing, wired 
;together and standing four feet'Kigh 
jon posts, was found to be very satis¬ 
factory and warrantett an extension 
of the lines. 

While it cannot be claimed that 
this fencing has solved the problem 
of keeping winter roads clear, it has 
done so well that Provincial Govern¬ 
ment has expended over $28,000 for 
this 1 type of protection. Winter traffic 
must have facilities for operating 
and if the roads Wn be kept clear of 
. treacherous drifting then a treal step 
has been made in the interests of mo¬ 
torists and other vehicular traffic.

At present there are six vacancies 
in the Senate and ambitious persons 
of both sexes who are thirty years of 
age and up and who may think they 
have a claim on the Government are 
I holding their breath whilst they 
await a favorable decismn. 

It may be that Premier King will 
decide not to hand but six golden ap-^ 
pies all at once. True, Christmas is 
near and the Yuletide spirit suggests 
a Christmas tree with six Senator- 
ships dangling' from the topmast 
branches, but it is also true that 
while six hearts might be made hap¬ 
py by such a handsome gift from 
Santa Claus about six hundred otlior 
disappointed"* hearts might feel sore 
about it. 

That, of course, is the disadvan¬ 
tage of having’ favors to dispense-, 
for one grateful man one makes, a 
hundred ingrates are .engendered. 
Which goes to show that Premier 
King must use discretion in manag¬ 
ing his cornucopia—that is to say.^he 
must keep the candidates guessing, 
wishing, hoping, if he is to get full 
value out of a delicate situatien. 

What clouds the situation still 
more is the fact that women are now- 
eligible for the Senate and quite a
